1 * were stirred by 
Jpho Landy V mile. 

In some W»y3 running a mile fast does 
not seem very important these days, not 
when you consider jet aircraft But there 
is always something exciting in human 
achievement, especially when the achieve- 
ment reprcsenl-s. physical endurance. 

The laur-minute mile had become a 
kind 0/ an-the-levei Everest. 

In May, Englishman Roger Bannister 
was the first human being to run the mile 
in under four minutes. Three minutes 
M.4 seconds was his time, 

Now, in Finland. Victorian John Landy 
has bettered that with lus 5 minutes 58 
seconds. 

In England recently a survey showed 
that most men spent the majority of their 
leisure time in armchairs, listening to the 
radio, watching television, reading, or 
just sitting. 

Probably in Australia thr climate wnuld 
account for somewhat Ir^.- time speiil in 
armchairs, though H n likely thai the 
time apent merely tying on beaches would 
be impressive enough. 

However, England produced a Ban- 
nister and Australia produced a Landy. 

This is cheering to armchair sitiris, 
who never run except for a tram. 

It proves that humans, though some- 
what superseded by machines, still hare 
a kick left in thrm. 

It is enough to make tnaJiv a middlr- 
agrd man start thinking about his waist- 
line and consider taking some additional 
exercise. 

And this, though rather a long way 
from the lour-niimilr mile, il nevertheless 
a good thing.
